Ro.ssL.^ND, Nov. 30.— (Special.)— The 
Bossiand Miner will issue to-morrow 
morning for the Brsi, time as a daily. It 
is the first paper in the interior of Brit- 
ish Columbia to take full Associated 
Press reports and has already ample as- 
Burance of auccesa. Every town in West 
Kootenay has sent in large orders, and 
it ia evident that the Miner will largel v 
displace the American dailies which 
have hitherto occupied the field in West 
Kootenay. Every inch of advertising 
space in tho paper has been taken. Its 
news service will include, besides a full 
Canadian and Associated Press report, 
special news of tlie Pacilic States. A 
capable correspondent has been secured 
in each camp in West Kootenay and the 
mining news will be complete, reliable 
and up-to-date. A special feature will 
be a daily market report showing the 
change in prices and dealings in mining 
stocks. 

Consolidated St. Elmo looks verv fine. 
The tunnel along its vein to open tip the 
St. Elmo claim adjoining the west has 
now been driven 250 feet, has already 
cut three ore chutes, and is now in the 
fourth. The full face is high grade cop- 
per ore, The tunnel has still 70 feet to 
run to tlio St. ICtmo ground. 

J. F, Wardner has secured for his I\Ion- 
treal syndicate an o])tion on the fran- 
chiees nnd plant of the Uossland Water 
and Light Company. The plant consists 
of the water system and the electric 
lighting plant, which cost if70,000. The 
franchises carry contracts with all the 
leading mines for the sujiply of electric 
power, to be generated at the new sta- 
tion nt Pend D'Oreille river, forty-five 
miles from Rossland.

GERMANY'S FINANCES. 

Interesting Debate in the Reichstag— Mil- 
itary and Naval Expenditure Closely 
CrilicUed. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottaw.v, Nov. 30.— A telegraphic dis- 
patch from Winnipeg appears in an 
evening paper stating that Hon. Mr, 
Smart, of Brandon, has been appointed 
Deputy Minister of the Interior in suc- 
cession lo Mr. Buigess. The Premier, 
when asked what (ruth there was in the 
story, replied that he bad not heard a 
word ol the matter and regarded the dis- 
patch as a puiM fabrication. 

It is by no means settled when Mr. 
Laurier will visit England. It is pos- 
sible he may have to crosi3 the Atlantic 
this winter, but he is not an.xious to visit 
England until next year. Public busi- 
neiis, howeve>-, chiefiy the fast Atlantic 
steamship question, may render it im- 
perative for him to go. If tho journev 
can bo avoided the visit will be post- 
lioned until after next session, in which 
c.tse Sir Richard Cartnright will accom- 
pany him. Strange to say the premier 
lias never visited Europe. 

The finance department has i nn out of 
new one dollar bills, hence the dirty 
ones at present in circulation cannot be 
called in. It will be a month before a 
supply of new ones will he available. 

Two lads named Clarke and Patorn 
were drowned in the liideau canal to- 
day while skating. A gallent effort was 
made by a companion tu rescue them. 

A number of temporary enijiluyes in 
the railways, postodice and agricultural 
departments walked the plank to-diiy. 

Sir Oliver Mowat and Hon. iMr, Pield- 
ing left for Hamilton to-day. The tariff 
commission resumes to-morrow. 

Hon. Mr. Tarte and party returned to 
Ottawa to-night. The Minister says 
what impreEsed him most in the West 
was the feeling of confidence among the 
people. He was surprised to lind so 
many yonriL' nien settled out there all 
willing to v. ork. Immediately on reach- 
ing the city Hon. Mr. Tarte paid a visit 
to his leader. 



Bnni.iN, Nov. 30.— The debate on the 
budget was commenced in the Reich- 
stag to-day. Count von Pasodowsky, 
secretary of the treasury, dwelt u])on 
tho favorable financial position and 
stated that tho eur|>lus 'for lS0(!-97 
would probably be -!-!,754,0U0 marks, 
from which would have to be deducted 
nine million marks to cover supple- 
men ttiry estimates. The current year, 
he added, was the first since 1875 in 
whii^li there had been an increase in the 
public debt. Proceeding, he demon- 
strated the necessity of increasing the 
sivlaries of public otliciivla, as provided in 
tlie estimates, (Cheers from the right.) 

llerr I'ritzen, Centrist, criticised the 
estimates of 18i)7-tt8 as being less favor- 
able than those of the current year. In 
doing so he referred to the dissatisfac- 
tion felt by tho people at the excessive 
military pensions. He declared that the 
increase in naval expenditures were ex- 
orbitant and insisted that reductions 
were absolutely necessary. He added 
that the sums defiianded for an iron 
clad lo replace the Koenig Wilhehn iiiul 
for new cruisers would not be voted as 
the reichstag was not favorably disposed 
to the " illimitable naval schemes of the 
government." 

Referring to tho resignation of (len- 
eral lironsart von Scbeilendorf, who was 
recently uiinister of war, Herr Richter ^'""st Gun 
said that tne liistory of the military cab- 
inet disclosed an uninterrupted record 
of intrigue and backstairs policy in the 
Prus.sian court. Continuing, he said: 
" It ia always urged that Germany has 
too few ■H'arahips, but she always 
tiaa plenty for reviews, -which 
did not induce the Czar to don 
a German naval uniform." (Laughter.) 
Herr Richter hirtbei- t.onti'iuied liial the 
governuient'a liiiiincial ])rojios;UH could 
not be granted. The minister for foreign 
all'aiiH referred to the recei:! joint action 
oi Ciermany, France and Rtiasia in .Vsi- 
atic walera, and hatl intinnUed that there 
migh I be lurtlier occasion for such co- 
ojieralion. Did this statement, in con- 
junction with the proposetl increase of 
tho fleet, imjjly a transmarine dreibiind'i' 
The chancellor. Prince Hohenlohe, re- 
l)lied K.iying : " In matters aU'cctiiig the 
imiieriul army, except the estimates, I 
am alone responsible to the reichstag, 
and while I have been chancellor no 
measure has been taken which 1 could 
not have covered on nay own responsi- 
bility. Herr Richter liad better address 
all his criticisms to him and not blame 
tho government departments, which, as 
the military cabinet, have no iiarlia- 
mentary res])on8ihiliti('s. Regarding 
General Hroiisi'.rt von r-cbellendorf I, as 
Prussian i)reniier, did not hesitate lo 
coiinleraign his resignation, as I had 
previously assured myself that he was 
not di.sposed lo withdraw it." The 
house tl'cn adjourned.

Not Accept the Compi'omise. 



ate schools have been sacrificed and re- 
placed Ijy Godless schools ; a huir-hour of 
religious instruction will lie permitted 
accordinf! to the poodwill of the school 
commiHsioners, after scliool hours only. 
These commissioners are probably only 
Protestants, for there are not many 
municipalities in Manitoba where Catho- 
lics are in a majority. Wlieuever Catho- 
lics will have a complaint to make tliey 
will have to do so to a Protestant trib- 
unal. Such is tlie favor which the 
Catholic leader has obtained from his 
fi-iends of Manitoba to fuUil his solemn 
promises to render full and complete jus- 
tice to his Manitoban co-reli«ionista. 



Le Manitoba, the orf;an of the French 
minority of St. Boniface, heads its ar- 
ticle : Betrayed ! No Catholic Bchoola ; 
no I'rench aohoola ; the Federal govern- 
^tot capitalates to McCarthy, Green- 
way, Sifton&Co.; McCarthy is satis- 
ited, but Mgr. Langevin was ignored; 
Tarte's infamous work. Then Le Mani- 
toba goes on to aay : 

" Yes, we are bertayed. Our cause is 
eowardly abandoned. Tarte, sent here to 
settle this question, has sham'etnlly cap- 
itulated before the enemy. He has aac- 
rilied our legitimate rights in order to 
secure a triumph for McCarthy, Green- 
way, Siftou & Co, No separate schools 
for' us Catholics, despite the undeni- 
able right wo have to their re-estab- 
isliment. No French schools for us 
Freucli-Oanadians, French Metis, French 
from old France, Belgians and Swiss. 
They will permit, and tluit is all, the 
use of a little Frencli-Euglish vocabu- 
lary, in schools where the children will 
not speak French, and tbi; only to facil- 
itate the study of English. No other 
French books. No history. No geogra- 
.phy. No reading book. No grammar. 
No arithmetic. No ueometry. No ag- 
ricultural teaching. No teaciiora other 
than those with diplomaa from the I'ro- 
teatant normal schools which exist to- 
day. No Catholic normal school. Only 
English books, Proteatant books more 
or less without religious principles. 

This is the settlement, or pretended 
settlement, that Mr. Tarte has made 
with Greenwav, and that the Federal 
government has approved at Ottawa, 
after having submitted it to thft Liberals 
and McOarthyites of Brandon, after 
having submitted it to Dalton McCar- 
thy himself, who has expressed himself 
Xwrfeotly satisfied. And he has reason, 
for it is the triumph of the war which 
he has made upon us since 1889; it is 
the triumph of his work. They have 
taken care not to show this form of 
settlement to Mgr. Langevin, they have 
not consnlted the members of the Na- 
tional Congress ; they nave not asked 
the opinion ot the Catholic School Com- 
mission of Winnipeg, nor that of Si,, 
lioniface; but they have taken good care 
to adilrusa themselves to our sworn ene- 
mies, to McCarthy and big partisans. 

And it is Judas Iscariot Tarte, as he 
was recently called by Le Quotidien, of 
l^evis, who has come here to do the 
dirty work of Mr. Laurier, and who has 
lied BooQ afterwards to British Colum-- 
bia. KeedlesB to say, the Catholics of 
Manitoba will not accept this comprom- 
ise, for it is nothing but a compromise. 
There can be no settlement which does 
not give us justice. We protest, then, 
energetically against this fresh sacrifice 
of our rights wiiich have been recognized 
by the higliest tribunal of Her Most 
Gracious Majesty Ciueen Victoria. We 
will persist in demanding our schools, 
the schools to which we liave a right." 

La Minerve says that the more it has 
looked into the settlsmont the more it 
has come to the conclusion that it is no 
settlement at all. The minority remain 
deprived of their separate schools, and 
it is not with a half hour of religious in- 
Btructlon that they will be satisfied. The 
half hoar is to be given at the end of the 
day, when the pupil is tired and anxious 
to go home. Even worse than this, it 
will be given only where there are a cer- 
tain number of Catholic children. " To 
a fanatical majority,'' it says, " is left 
the right of changing school districts so 
as to divide the Catholic children into 
fractions, so that it will be impoaaible 
for them to muster the number of chil- 
dren necessary. 

"As to thQ Catholic teacher, he ia for- 
bidden from uttering a word of religion 
except between 3:;;0 and -1 o'clock. The 
remainder of the time ho has to impart 
instruction on lines laid down by Pro- 
testent authorities and from books 
chosen by them, and nothing is said in 
the law regarding morals. This is purely 
and simply the neutral school, hypo- 
critically imposed upon Catholics. It is 
not surprising that the McCarthyitee, 
l';(iual Riglitiats and fanatics ot all kimls 
are delighted at .Mr. Laurier's capitula- 
tion to Mr. Greenwav." 

Le Courier du Canada says the 
minority has been .betrayeil, and of all 
the rights recognized by the Privy C(jun- 
cil there remains notliing but half an 
hour a day of catechiKiii, and in certain 
cases only a quarter of an \umt a day or 
half an h<Mir three tiniti a week. It aJd.4 
that, " Catholic children will be in- 
structed all day from books ituljued with 
the Protestant spirit ami [ircjudice 
against the church, against its misBiun 
and its work, and when they will be 
taught error and prejudice during four 
or live hours they will give them half an 
hour of catechism as a remedy. Truly, 
this ia a mockery of good aenae." 

Le Monde: ''Wo are lietriiyed : be- 
trayed by the people who BtyU: lluim- 
Belvea Froncli-('anadian Catholics; peo- 
ple in wnom the Frencb-Canadiuns plac- 
ed their whole confidence. The so-culled 
Laurier-Tarte-Greenway-Sifton settle- 
ment ia only a shameful and cowardly 
capitulation to the fanatical persecutors 
of our brethren. A Prime Minister of 
English race, a cabinet in a majority Eng- 
lish, an English majority of the Com- 
mons through respect for the written 
undisputable rights of the Catliolic, and 
for the deciaion of the higheat tribunal 
of the Empire, were anxious to render 
full justice to our Ijiotbren of IManitoba, 
aliamefully spoliated by the most intol- 
erable tyranny, The leader of a party, 
a French-Canadian by origin, proclaim- 
ing himself a Catholic, c.ppoaed this 
measure.

GERJIAN NAVAL INCREASES. 

No Doubt of tlie Deterniinatlon of the Kaiser 
in This Direction. 

Ekklin, Nov. 30.— There is little doubt 
that a parliamentary conflict will occur 
during the present session of the reich- 
stag over the present budget. The gov- 
ernment organs have hitherto denied 
that a large increase in the nayy was 
intended, but a aearchinc analysis baa 
revealed the fact that the reichstag ia 
asked to sanction an increis" of aboirt 
200,000,000 marks. The bill asks that 
this year's expenditures be increaaed 
00,000,000 marks, and the matter is so 
arranged aa to necessitate an additional 
expenditure of 70,000,000 marks during 
each of the next two years. These suma 
are not entirely for the building of now 
vessels, but are also intended to provide 
for the expenses of manning tiieni. In 
parliamentary circles it is believed ttiat 
the naval expenditures of the next live 
years will be largely increased if the 
reichstag accedes to the preaent demands. 

iMuperor William, speaking recently 
of Admiral Von llolhuan, secretary of 
the navv, is reported to have said: 
"The ciiiestiou of bringing the German 
navy to the point of being really formid- 
able, not only for defence, but for ag- 
gression, ia one of life or death of the 
nation, inasmuch as it involves the 
gross achtsellung of Germany as much 
aa the state army does, and whoever 
lovea the fatherland will help me to 
bring this about, as the German navy ia 
at present wholly inadequate for ita mis- 
sion in the future." 

This imperial utterance ia now circu- 
lating in the reichstag circles, and is 
much commented uDon, It is certain 
that no majority will be found in the 
reichstag for these projects. The Cen- 
trists and the entire Radical wing are 
against it, which gives an adverse ma- 
jority of about twenty. 

During the week the government em 
ployes of the naval department liave re 
peatcdij hinted in conversation witli de 
puties that the rejection of the naval 
scheme means the dissolving of the 
reichstag. 

In the diet, the government, through 
Dr. Miquel, the minister of linance, is 
asking for the passage of a bill to enable 
it to use the yearly aurplua, which this 
year is over 66,000,000 marks, in order to 
cover deflciencies in any particular de- 
partment or to utilize it as a contingent 
fund in the future. The Liberals and 
Kadicals are fighting this proposal, aa a 
curtailment of parliauientary privilegea, 
and aa fraught with danger to the insti- 
tutions of the kingdom. It is believed, 
however, that the government will get 
the bill passed. 

The revelations of the Hamburger 
Nachrichten will not be allowed to pass 
without judicial inquiry. The Frank- 
furter Zeitung to-day carried out ita 
threat and denounced the Hamburger 
Nachrichten before the state's attorney 
for high treason, and the Koenigsberg 
Ziitung did the same. Both actions are 
due to these two newspapers being 
prosecuted by the government for indis 
erectly publishing state news. 

From the reichstag budget it appears 
the deficits in the accounts of the colonial 
ofhco with the colonies is over 1,0(10,000 
marks, whereof West Africa shows a de- 
ficit of 2,090,000 marks. The govern- 
ment has begun to enforce the adminis- 
trative measures to stop Polish agitation 
in the Eastern ])rovinces of Prussia, in- 
cluding the discharue of ail non-apeak- 
ing German employes on the Sileaiau 
and Posen railroads', and the Germani- 
zation of all Polish names of towna and 
villagea. 

The preaent sugar bounty law baa met 
the disapproval of all the sugar manu- 
facturers of the empire, and a commit- 
tee has been appointed with instructions 
to endeavor to get the bill altered in the 
reichstag. The association of raw sugar 
manufacturers has been pronounced in 
favor of the projected raw sugar trust of 
th" empire.

In 
the course of liis remarks the Colonel 
stated that lie liad been authorized to 
announce to tlie people of Donald, as he 
passed throiiu'li, that the U.lMi. shops 
;it Donald were to be 'moved to lievel- 
stoke. In that case the government of- 
fices, court house and gaol would be 
jnoved to Golden. 

Two enterprising citizens intend issu- 
ing a large addition of a iianiphlet de- 
scriptive of the mining and other indus- 
trial interests of Kamloops anil vicinity. 
Tlie object is to get out such a work as 
will attract investors, and-being judici- 
ously circulated duiing the winter time 
cannot fail to bring many people here 
when tite spring opens. It is to be sent 
to places where capitaliata resort, all 
over Canada, the United States, Great 
Britain and Australia. 

NEW DENVER. 
(Kroiii the Led^e.) 

D. M. Ilyman, of Cincinnati, Ohio, 
was in New Denver last week and signed 
the bond on the Skylark and Ranger. 
The bond is for ,1;-fO,000, to A. Dick. The 
claims are situated at the head of Lemon 
and Dayton creeks. The Skylark and 
Banger ledge is one of the strongest in 
the Slocan, and can be traced for over a 
mile. The ledge is free in its walls and 
carries sulphate ore, gold and silver. The 
ore will average over iflOO in the jiay 
chute, and also jjroduces many fine 
specimens of native silver, l-^umijle as- 
says taken from across the lead show 17,5 
ounces in silver and $10 in gold. 

The want of lumber is causing a great 
loss and inconvenience to .Slocan lake 
towns. Tlie two small mills on the lake 
are disabled and their output botweeii 
now anil spring will be very limited and 
totally iriade<iuafe to the requirements 
of the district. The C.l'.Ii. Iiy bringing 
lumber from the coast at a special rate 
of freight, could help out tliis district 
and themselves wonderfully. 

The company operating the Thompson 
and Neepawa groans are well pleased 
with the prospect of making mines out 
of them, especially the Thompson. 

,Iohn Poller is driving a long tunnel on 
the Dolly Varden, on the north fork of 
Carpenter creek, hi a fraction adjoin- 
ing this property ore has been fonnd 
that assayed over .fiOO in gold, and many 
ounces in white metal. 

The Last Chance will ship 1 ,UO0 tons 
of 2110 i;uiii;e ore tbi-i winter. 

The St. Keverene claim on Payne 
mountain has been bonded by D.' A.

GRAND FORKS,

struction of the Columbia and Western 
railway. After December 1, when the 
bids are to bo opened, we may expect to 
have Honio reallv authentic nesvs as re- 
cards a railway! Ono thing is certain, 
however, this call for bids gives us tho 
best and most promising ulianco of trans- 
portation facilities we have vet liad, for 
even if it goes no fixrther than the mere 
opening ofblds it will in all probability 
result in stirring up the Spokane & 
Northern, which has undoubtedly the 
best chance of any road of being the first 
into the district. The Corbin road has 
been for some time in a iiosiliou to have 
a line into this section in short order but 



has apparently been banging back wait- 
ing for th^i'Qtbers to stai't, ilt aimt novf 
begin operations at onceif it expects; to 
be the first into the ICettle River and 
Boundary districts. 'AH in all the pros- 
pects of a railroad in the near future are 
brighter than they have ever been be- 
fore. 

There is within f'l ia(U3^ 1 
rich tract of farm hu.. , ..ral thousand 
acres in area, which as >et has been un- 
touched by the plougli. It is situated 
between Hardy mountain and the range 
that divides the Houndary and Kettle 
River districts; it is handy to all tho 
principal camps in the Boundary dis- 
trict as well as those in the Kettle River 
section, which would provide a ready 
market for all the produce that cuukl be 
raised in that bottom.- 

John Phillips, an old miner from the 
Cojur d' Alenes, is in town, having just 
returned from that section of the North 
Fork district known as the Granite Belt.

ROSSLAND. 

(From tho Rosaland Mining Review > 
Work is progressing vigorously on the 
north vein in the Sunset ground. Two 
shifts aie employed sinking a woiking 
shaft following the foot wall. On the 
surface theorebody was perhaps eighteen 
inches wide. At a depth of lilteeiifeet 
the entire shaft is in excellent ore and 
the hanging wall has not yet been dis- 
closed.

No sooner tlid ho set eyes 
on the Southern Cross anil Wolverine 
than he was ready lo put up his last dol- 
lar to get into it. Ttiere were certain 
interests he could not buy at almost any 
price, but he was successful in securing 
A. L. McClaine's holding, which is 
seven sixty-fourths of the whole.

COMMERCIA L MORALITY. 

Mr. Eobert Voung, editor of the Kobe 
Chronicle, Japan, has contributed an 
article to the ITineteeath Century on 
Commercial Morality in Japan. Mr. 
Young does not represent the commer- 
cial morality of the Japanese as being 
very high. According to him the 
fJapaneae merchant is bounJ to have the 
best of tlie bargain, and he is not very 
narticular as to the means he resorts to 
to accomplish his purpose. As long as 
a transaction affords him a prospect of 
profit he is quite willing to perform to 
the letter all the conditions of the bar- 
gain ; but lot him once see that, when it 
it consummated, he ia certain to lose lie 
will resort to any device or take ad- 
vantage of any quibble to avoid ful- 
filling the conditions of his agreement. 

He does not appear to think that 
sharp practice or breaking his word, if 
there is any excuse f jrit,is in any respect 
disgraceful. I'rovided ho succeeds in 
escaping loss, he is not very much of- 
fended at tlie language used by the 
tricked and disappointed party, no mat- 
ter how strong it may be. Mr. Young 
accounts for thia low commercial mor- 
ality by showing that before Japan be- 
came a trading country, and tlie road to 
distinction was military achievement, 
traders were looked down upon by the 
Japanese aristocracy. No man of liigli 
or even respectable social station would 
th'nk of engaging in trade. To do so 
would be to lose caste — to bring upon 
Mmself and his family the odium which 
traders had to bear. by Mr. 

Young's account the trading class in 
.Japan fully deserved the reproach cast 
upon them and the contempt by which 
they were regarded. But when the 
military period was supplanted by the in- 
dustrial period by a sudden convulsion, 
" which in less than ten years converted 
the State from feudalism and sriatocracy 
to industrialism and constitutional gov- 
ernment," trading in Janan became re- 
spectable and the trader soon occupied a 
high position in the social scale, 

■'ljut" says ^ilr, 'I'ouiig, " tlioiigli 
trade now Iiecame au lionorablo and 
recognized profession, in v/liicii even tlie 
ancient territorial aristocracy could en- 
gage without losing caste, but little 
change oecurred in the methods which 
characterized it in tlie centuries of mili- 
tary supremacy, when " trader wan but 
another name for " tricksttn-," and tlie 
pursuit of commen^o practiu-ally argued 
lack of integtity. To rucogni/,e a low 
ideal in one class, and to apeak and act 
as if in the circumatanees there could be 
no higher ideal ia to originate and en- 
courage a defective standard, which no 
sudden change of enviroiiement can im- 
mediately alter. And thus we find it 
tho unanimous oi)iiiion of tlione in a 
position to judge that Japanese commer- 
cial morality is of a defective type when 
compared even with the stand- 
ard prevailing in China Where 
trade has never been stamped aa degrad- 
ing, or with the standard of those 
nations which, amid all the trickery ini- 
memorially associated witli trade, have 
yet kept before tlioni a certain standard 
of integrity in business us in other wr.ika 
of life." 

Mr. Young gives examples of tho 
loose morality of Japanese traders of 
comparatively higli standing, A Japan- 
ese discussing one of tlieso cases witli a 
foreigner, remarked : " But if ho had 
taken delivery of the goods ho would 
liavc lost money." "That. the atti- 
tude," resumes the reviewer, " which, 
with some few honorable exceptions, is 
almost invariably taken by the Japan- 
ese merchant. The prpflt on a trausao- 
tion mwl le on his side.

class in the past. lUit tho Japanese are 
a shrewd, quick-witted people, and when 
their commerce is expanded and they 
have extensive dealings with other 
nations they will learn by experience 
tliat strictly honorable dealing ia the 
most profitable, or, to use a Western 
proverb, ■' Honesty ia the best policy." 
They willgradually reform their methods 
and then adopt a code of commercial 
morals which will be na high as that of 
the Western nations vrith which they 
deal. 



THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 

The Tariir Coinmiasion has left Tor- 
onto and gone to Hamilton, We venture 
to predict that their experience in that 
flourishing manufacturing city will be 
similar in every respect to tliat which 
they acquired in Toronto. Thoy will 
find men of every occupation and of 
both parties to a greater or less extent 
protectionists, I^ike tlio niillers, the 
pork-packers, the tanners, tlie furniture- 
makers, and other manufacturers, they 
will want all the protection they now 
enjoy, and more in llie sha|)e of free 
raw material if they can get it. It is 
edifying to obaerve how completely 
party distinctions disappeared among 
the men who went before the 
Commission to talk businesa. The Lib- 
eral business man was quite as urgentas 
the Tory manufacturer in impressingup- 
on the Commissioners that the very ex- 
istence of the industries by which they 
made their living and in which their 
money was invested, depended upon the 
continuation of the policy of protection. 
Nearly the whole of them were quite sa- 
tisfied with tfiH tariff aa it is, and the 
only chanue that acme aaked for was 
more protection, or protection in a dif- 
ferent shape. 

The sittings must have been a srreat 
trial to Sir Richard Cartwright's pa- 
tience and temper. When he 
found men of both parties 
satisfied with tlio working of 
a tariir which ho has been condemning 
and denouncing for the last eiL'hteen 
years or so, he muet have felt that 
there must be something wrong souie- 
where ; that somebody must have made 
and must be making a atupendona mis- 
take, but Sir Itichard ia not the kind of 
man readily to admit that the mistake 
has been and is his own. He has too 
high an opinion of liis own judgment 
and ol the teachers at whose feet he has 
been sitting to maka any such admis- 
sion. It would bo more like him to con- 
demn the men who have been giving 
evidence and relating their experience 
before the Commission as a pack of 
ignorant, sliallow-patcd, selliah viHagers, 
than to allow himself or others to think 
that he could possibly be laboring under 
a delusion all these years.

Last eveniiii^'s meeting of the city 
council was in many particulars one of 
the moat remarkable sessions of that 
body, the rohiilt of the vote on the 
bridge by-law submitted to the electors 
Saturday entering in some way or other 
into almost every item of the busineBs 
The references were for the most jjart 
facetious, but before the election bill of 
costs was passed for payment, a motion 
in connection was adopted which is 
far out of the usual course that it cannot 
but excite attention and comment. 

At the outset of theevening'H proceed- 
ings the Mayor presented copies of all 
correspondence passing between the city 
engineer and the tramway company rela 
tive to the opening to tramway traffic of 
the temporary pile bridge at I'oint El- 
Briefly summarized, the letters 
passing were to the following ed'ect: 
On the 13th of November, Manager .J. 
B. McKilligan of the tramway wrote Mr. 
WilmoC asking for a note from him to 
the effect that the bridge is safe for 
tramway traffic under the conditions 
imposed by the new by-law; on the IGlh 
Mr. Wilmot replied that "the bridge is 
now in condition to bo inspected liy 
your company with a view toascertftining 
its strength and stability for tramway 
purposes " ; four days later the receiver 
of the Consolidated Railway Oo. in- 
(piired if the city engineer wished to 
imply " that the bridge has been con- 
struct(Kl in accordance with the terms of 
the order made by Mr. Jastice Drake on 
the 5th ultimo," and stated that " upon 
receiving your answer in the alliriuative 
we will instruct our engineer to insjiect 
the bridge and satisfy himself that it has 
been constructed in accordance with the 
terms of the said order " ; -and the very 
next day I'lniiineer Wilmot ans\#ered 
" that the bridge is now in a condition 
to be inspected by your company with a 
view to ascertaining whether or not your 
company deem it of sufficient strength 
and stability for the purpoaea of your 
car traffic." 

In submitting this correaoondence to 
the council through the Majror,Mr. Wil- 
mot enclosed o note stating that he 
had confered with the city barrister 
before replying to the receiver's leUers 
and had been advised "that the Court 
order required that the bridge should he 
of snflicient strength and stability to 
carry tramcars in the oidinary course of 
trallic — that, my opinion would not 
definitely determine the point," also ad- 
vising that the course be jnusued which 
had been . 

The tramway company's solicitor 
notified the corporation of the additions 
they would require to the structure ns 
existing before the injunction, in order 
to make it strong enough," the note ob- 
serves in conclusion, "and these addi- 
tions have, in fact, been made." 

The correspondence was filed, and then 
came a note from the Mayor in which he 
saiti : 

■' 1 liavf to inform the ciiuncil tliaf in 
view 1)1' the iiurcjiluetion, on inotiiui of 
.Mderman II iiniplirey, ol a by-law toariiend 
the (Jeuiutery by-law 1804, whicli eontoiu- 
plntoH marking a portion of the Kosa I'.ay 
cfinetorv aa Block. X nnd surveying ilie 
land into plots to be used for interments, 1 
re(|ue3ted Mr. C, D. -Mason to exam- 
ine the maj) of the cemetery <leposited 
in tlie land ref,'istry ollice by the corponi- 
tion.and lind that tlie land in (Hieslinn is 
laid out tor cai riaKe ways and orMaiiicnlal 
purposes, and cannot therefore l)e (lisi)osed 
cjf lor interinents without lirst o\)tainin|,' 
autliory to vary the inii\> in a propel- le^al 
manner willi Ibe consent of the persons iii- 
Icresteii in Ross I'.iiy cemetery. Under the 
ciieiunslanees, it is useless to now proceed 
with llie proposed by-law." 

Aid. Humphrey, Glover and i\Iacinil- 
lan each expressed surprise liiat a defec- 
tive mai) should bo on file at the clerk's 
oflicc — a mail dill'ering froiyi the ref;iH- 
teretl map in essential details : while 
Aid. Glover hoped that the flower beds 
and carriage ways shown on the official 
maps would become facts now that it 
was known that they were supposed to 
be there. 

The by-law of course was deferred. 

Col. the Hon. .Tames Baker, in a letter 
bearing date of Nov. 25, directed atten- 
tion to the [laragraph in the grand jury's 
presentment ri liiLlve to the s'dection of 
li ■.■ii.e, etc,, fni-a.-i ,\dmiralty House atEs- 
(luimalt, nnd stated that the executive 
coun>:il''i>l tiio province would be glad to 
arran;^ti a meeting with the board of 
aldermen for an inlerehango of views on 
the question oi providing a redidenco for 
the Admiral in the vicinity of Victoria. 

It was decided that the Mayor arrange 
for a meeting as snggested, Aid. WiUiam,s

observing that the question was a very 
important one, requiring immediate 
attention. 

tV letter from the registrar of the 
Snpromo court encioinL' a copy of tiie 
rand jury's presentment wont'on file; 
as also did the memorandmii from the 
returning officer, relative to the vote on 
the Point Kllice bridge by-law. 

On this latter subject Aid. Glover 
spoke at some length, lanieiiting that 
Aid. Tiark'a first important piece of 
legislation should have met so sorrowful 
a fate, after the pyrotechnic display at 
the last municipal elections when it was 
promised this alderman would astonish 
the world by the wisdom of his measures 
for the people's gooil. 

Ald. M.a^rcaxt expressed sympathy 
with the |)aternal progenitor of the de- 
feated by-law, although he had none for 
its political godfather. What he ob- 
jected to most of all was, however, that 
the cradle of the unhappy infantcost the 
city something in the neighborhood of 
$150, or about .'f2.&0 for every vote cast 
in its favor. 

W, J, Pendray asked permission to 
plant a few chestnut trees in front of his 
bis residence, the request going to the 
streets eomii.itt'^i-, ilospite a resolution 
by Aid, Maciiiillan " that the city engin- 
eer examino tho original ])lan of the city 
nnd ascertain if it permits of the trees 
being planted." 

Secretary Wight, of the Salisbury- 
Dean district telegrajih and telephone 
company, invited the council to inspect 
tho ^yorkiug of their system prior to its 
ntroduction in this city ; the invitation 
was accepted after Aid. Macmillan had 
satisfied himself with the inquiry, " is it 
substantial stone and steel struc- 
ture?" 

Herbert Kent and 227 other bicyclists 
asked permission to ride on tho sidewalks 
outside the territory roughly definable as 
the fire limits, provided they ride at a 
moderate pace and dismout on meeting 
pedestrians. Aid. Humphrey and Part- 
ridge moved the reference of the matter 
to tho streets committee ; they had no 
objection to granting the request if it 
could legally be granted. 

Ai.n. M.viiciiANT (lid not see why tho 
residents of the outlying districts shonld 
not have as much protection from being 
rundown by aidewatk-riding cyclists as 
the residenta of the more central parts 
of town. The whole trouble on the bi- 
cycle question was that Aid. Partridge's 
famous by-law had not been presented 
to the sovereicn jjeople. .-Vs to the pres- 
ent motion, as it was to ''refer it to 
;oinmittee for strangiilatioii purjioses,'' 
le wonlil give it bis vote. 

Ai.i). Gi.ovDU jirotestod that this was 
unfair treatment to accord to l,h(' peti- 
tion, and moved in amendment that it 
be tabled, the amendment prevailing. 

.\nd that does eetth; it," commented 
(Md. Partridge, as the clerk took u\> the 
next item of business. 
This was a report from tho finance 
oinniittee recommending various ap- 
propriations, among them the expenses 
ncidental to the taking of the vote on 
the bridge by-law. 

This brought Aid, Humphrey to his 
feet with an expression of indignation 
that the city should have been jiut to 
this expense for the gralilicalion of "a 
few chronic croakers," who were "in 
iility Victoria's worst enemies though 
))08ing ao her frieiuis." He moved that 
the ajjiiropriatioria pass, but that tho de- 
tailed statement of expeneo in connec- 
tion with the by-law vote bo sent to the 
jierson " whose name appears first ou 
tho petition tor that by-law. 

Ald. Paiitkidge opposed the sugges- 
tion as unbusinesdlike. while Aid. Mac- 
millan hailed it with great satisfaction. 
He knew whbae name appeared first, he. 
said, and be thought tho suggestion an 
excellent one. It was time the council 
took a stand, and showed these busy- 
bodies who woie so free with their criti- 
cism liow little tho public was in syin- 
pathv with them. 

Ai.D. Gi.ovun protested that such ac- 
tion would bo very undignified ou the 
part of the council, though he too re- 
sented tho interference of the parlies 
alluded to by Aid, Humphrey and Mac- 
millan. He seconded a resolution by 
Aid, Partridge "that tho reference to 
Senator Macdonald in tho motion" bo 
left out. 

Ald. Macmillan again took tho floor 
on the presentation of the amendment, 
objecting that Senator Macdonald'a 
name hsd not yet' been mentioned, and 
again urging that there " be no more 
slavish crouching to even the highest in 
the land, "especiallynottothbaewho were 
"foreyer critlciaing and condemniuK tho

Justice Drake. 



Iha Defeuco Claim That Stress of 
Weather was the Cause of 
Jler Trouble. 



The first of the cases of the four seal- 
ers seized in Behring aoa this year came 
before Mr. Justice Drake in thcs Ad- 
miralty court yesterday. It was that of 
the schooner Ainoka, owned by Captain 
William Grant, and daring the Behring 
aea cruiBe sailed by Captain Geo. Heater. 

The charge against the Ainoka, as 
stated by Hon. 0. E. Pooley, Q. C, wiio 
appeared for tlio crown, v.-us as follows: 
The Ainoka, it was claimed, was boarded 
and eeiKed by the United States revenue 
cutter Perry on Augusts, in lat. 55° 
N., and long. 17U° 25' W., bein^ within 
the prohibited zone of 00 miles eur- 
ronnding the Pribyloff islands. The 
Ainoka bad aboard Mrhen seized 139 
skins, 108 of which were taken on tlie 
day she was seized, and the.croyrn asked 
tliat the vessel be condemned for break 
ing the reiiahitions, which forbade the 
catching of eeals within theOO mile zone. 

The lirst witness was Lieutenant.Ianies 
II. Brown, navigating lieutenant of the 
Perry, who stated lliat tlie Ainoka was 
seiix'd liv that cutter on August 5 in lat. 
,'jS°57'"X. and long. 170° ;;0' West. 
He had made observations on the alter' 
noon of the seizure and that evening 
when the Bchoone<- was SL'ized, had fixed 
her position by dead reekoning. The 
few days iin mediately preceding August 
6 had not been too tiiick to prevent his 
making observations by the sun. The 
Ainoka was about twelve miles within 
ttin prohibited zone when seized and was 
sailing to the southwest, a coarse that 
woulabave taken her outside the zone 
This witness further stated that the dit 
ferenco of five minutes between the 
longitude, as stated in the pleadings anil 
his evidence, was caused by the Perry's 
chrouonuUer being 85 seconds out. Cap 
tain Heater, when seized, claimed that 
)iis schooner was in 55° .'54' N. and 
171 ° 07' West, which would have placed 
the vessel 17 miles oulsii.e tiie /.one. In 
cross-examination by .Mr. II. Dallas 
Hehneken, Q.C., for the defence, J^ieut. 
Brown showed by the log of the Perry 
that the weather on the afternoon of 
August 5 was foggy. -Vs to the Perry's 
chroo'jmeter it hail been last tested be- 
fore the seizure at Sitka, on May 21. A 
memorandum had been handed to the 
witness showing that on August 10, wlien 
the Perry had spoken the schooner 
Ocean Rover, the chronometers varied 
41 seconds. 

Fii st-Lieutcnant Ross, of the Perry, 
came next, and sworo that when lie 
boarded tlie Ainoka, Caj)tain Heater had 
told him tliat of tlie skins al)oanl, 
108 had been taken tlie day of the 
seizure. 

Navigating-l-ieutenant Ilothani, of H. 
M.S. Imperieneo, had worked out from 
the schoonor's log the vessel's course, 
and found that if she had been where 
Captain Heater had stated, when seized, 
she could not, in sailing the course she 
afterwards did to Ounalaska, have 
reached lier port. On the contrary, tak- 
ing the position given by the Perry, her 
position would haVe been approximate- 
ly correct. 

For the defence. Captain Heater 
stated tliat for a few days before the 
seizure the weather had been too thick 
for him to make observations, but he 
lull figured out his position by dead 
reikjning and all iwed leeway, on the 
hynothesis that theie might uo a cur- 
rent to the north. The p isition he had 
calculated would show him to have been 
well oiUsuie tne limits. Arriving at 
Ounalaska, on Augu.t 7, it was found 
that liis clir.niometcr was lii tiecontla at 
variance with that of the Perry. 

Captain Bucliliolz, of the schooner 
Ocean Rover, was called by the defence 
to show that on August 10 the Perry had 
boarded him and that he had foniiil the 
chronometers of his vessel and the Perry 
varieil 41 seconds; whereas on August '/O 
he had compared with the Rush and 
later he lind compared with the Pheasant 
and found that he practically agreed 
with them. In fact, his chronometer 
had varied only IS seconds the whole 
Behring sea cruise. Speaking of tlie 
currents to the south of the islands, he 
Stated that he bad found them very vari- 
able, sometimes carrying bis vessel 
twenty miles out of her reckoning, and 
at other times having little or no effect. 

Captain Clarence Cox and Captain 
Cutler were called by the defence to 
show that the currents were variable in 
Behring sea, and then the defence de- 
clared their case closed. 

In his r.rgunient Mr. Ilelinchon, (J.C, 
took the ground tliut even though tlie 
Ainoka was inside the limits the captain 
in sealing had acted in good faith and in 
the belief that he was not within the 
protected zone. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley on the other liand in 
asking that the vessel be condemned 
argued that in any case a captain of a 
sealing schooner should be sure to keep 
well outside the limits for it was no ex- 
cuse to present that a man was bo un- 
skillful as to get bis vessel into trouble. 

After hearing; argument Mr. Justice 
Drake stated that ho would reserve his 
judgment until the remaining sealing 
trials were heard. 

The Beatrice case is sot down for 
hearing this morning at II o'clock.

SHIPS AND SHIPPING. 

A Remarkable Tow by the Tug Lorne— No- 
vember a Busy Month. ^ 

Nnws reached San Francisco last 
week, by the steamship City of Peking, 
that Captain Ridderbjelke, who some 
time ago left Yokohama in a small boat 
with the object of crossing the Pacific, has 
returned to bis starting point, having 
got as far as Hakodate, whence he will 
resume his adventurous voyage next 
spring. From Yokohama to iNliyako he 
had a succession of heavy gales. In 
Miyako he remained for twenty-six 
days, refittinc and repairing his boat 
generallv. His intention was then to 
proceed across to Alaska. After leaving 
Miyako he bad a fair wind lor _ several 
days and nice weather to Siriyoaake, 
when another gale started bis fresh 
water tanks leaking', playing havoc with 
hia stores of provisions. He then de- 
cided to cross to Hakodate instead, and 
from there take a fresh departure. He 
arrived at Hakodate on tiie 10th of Octo- 
ber without any further mishap, except 
liaving to subsist on water and half- 
boiled rice for several days.

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INSURGENT LESADEK SHOT. 

Great Excitement— Outlook for Spain in Cu- 
ba of the Most Gloomy Description. 

H. \ v.\N'.\ , Nov. The insurgent lead- 
er, Lopez Coloma, the first who raised 
the cry dif revolt in the province of Ma- 
tanzas, and who was sentenceil to death 
by a Spanish courtniartial, was sliotafter 
spending 24 hours in a chapel in accord- 
ance with Roman rites and Spanish laws. 
Thousands of jxiople witnessed the exe- 
cution. When the prisoner left the 
chai)el, accom[)anied by a jiriest, and 
jiassing 111 front of Sangilly's cell he 
cried: "My general, viva la Cuba." 
The priest reproved the jirisoner, 
but the latter descending to the 
site of the execution again uttered a 
(try for the freedom of Cuba. The 
commander of the military forces cried 
in reply, " Viva Kspana," and the 
crowds took un the chorus, drowning 
the suhversive cries of the prisoner. The 
execution quickly followed. The public 
slijwed great excitement, and the pres- 
ence of government forces was all that 
kept them quiet. Several Spaniards 
showed a disposition to maaifeat their 
patriotism by attacking the prisoner. 
Private advices from Artemisa, in the 
jirovince of I'inar del Rio, say that on 
November 2,'! MaoK^ was camped near 
Coiisulacon del Nort. 

I. oMiD.N, Xov. o'O, — The Times' corres- 
pondent at Havana dwells at length 
upon Caiitain-( ieiieral Weyler's failure 
to cope with the rebellion. He adds: 
" ft is stated that the jiresent issue of 
bank notes is to be withdrawn and a 
new issue, based on their value in silver 
to be submitted for the .'ftiO,000,000 ten- 
der for the payment of troops. As there 
is no metallic reserve it is safe to predict 
that tiieae notes will soon fall to a pure- 
ly nominal value." 

The Times says editorially on the 
above: " The gloomy outlook in Cuba 
makes it impossible to exclude the pos- 
Hihility of some kind of United States in- 
tervention." 



UTTERLY UNJUST. 

Archbisliop Langcvin Denounces Tarte':i 
Arrangement With Premier 
Greeiiway. 

WiN.N'ii'KO, Nov. 30. —(Special)— -At 
vesjiers in St. Mary's church last even- 
ing, Archbishop Langevin preached ta a 
large congregation, including many 
Protestants, a sermon on the school 
question. The Archbishop spoke along 
tne same lines as at St. Boniface the 
pievious Sunday, repudiating the school 
settlement as unjuet to his people, and 
appealing to Oatholics to make further 
sacrifices for their schools.

The I'nitcd States counsel mado 
another important motion before the 
Behring Sea Claims Commission yester- 
day, asking to have one more of the 
claims filed by the British side dis- 
niissed. This is claims No. 2G, by which 
Her Majesty seeks !i!t)'J,827.12 costs, 
charges and expenses incurred in the 
appeal to the Supreme court of the 
United States in the case of the schooner 
W. P. Sayward, seized by the United 
States in 1887. 

Hon. Mr. Dickinson in making this 
motion maintained that a case askin 
coniiiensation for the British government 
was not one that could come before the 
commission. The claims that, conia 1" 
dealt with only were those of individuals. 
In any event he would ask before t he 
coinniijsioners ahouki give an opinion 
upnii the subject tb-t, the United States 
counsel he allowed time to communicate 
witli their government. 

Hon. ^Ir. Peters expressed surprise 
that the Uiiit'.'il States should put for- 
ward their motion to dismiss the claim, 
which he declared was a perfectly proper 
one to be dealt with by the commis- 
sioners. 

Hon. Mr. Dickinson was in his turn 
equally surprised at the British putting 
in such a claim. A government could 
no more do that than they could put in 
a claim for costs for th^ counsel before 
the Behring Sea commission at Paris. 

Judge Putnam, the United States 
commissioner, asked if it would not be 
better to postpone the motion to dis- 
miss until tlie merits of the Sayward 
case were heard. 

Hon. Mr. Dickinson thought not; this 
claim should be met at the threshold. 
He Would like, however, to hear from 
his L'overnnieut befoie any action was 
taken, 

11(111. Mr. Peters agreed that it would 
be bettor to wait until counsel from both 
sides heard from their resjiective gov- 
ernments. He stated also that ho had 
communicated with Sir Julian Paunce- 
foto i sking him for bis opinion as to the 
understanding between the British and 
tho United States governments in regard 
to the other two claims about which the 
question had been raised last week. 

Mr. Justice King— '* Nothing, then, 
will be done in the Sayward case by the 
commissioners until our attention is 
again calh 'l to it by counsel." 

Hon. Mr. Peters announseJ that the 
British counsel would bo ready to go on 
with the ease of the Carolina on Wed- 
iiesdav, and after the United States 
counsel had filed the following answers 
to the claims, the commission adjourned 
till to-day: 

In the cases of the Carolina, seized 
Aug. 1, 1SSC>; Thornton, seized Aug. 1 
ISSli; Onward, seized .Aug. 2, 1H8G; W 
P. Sayward, seized July 7, 1887; .Anna 
Beck,' seized July 2, "l887 ; Dolphin, 
Julv 12, 1837, and Grace, July 1" 
1887, the same general defence 
is put in. While admitting the 
seizures, the action of tho United 
States ofHceis is averred to have been 
in good faith; and, it is also averred, 
that at the time of the seizure fho ves 
sels or outlit were wholly or in part the 
actual profierty of citizens of the United 
States. While not ailinitting any liabil 
ity on the claim, tho United States insist 
that the claims for damages for loss of 
vessels are grossly oxcesBive, and as far 
as the personal claims are concerricd the 
only damages that can bo claimed in 
case of liability for such arrest ami de 
tention itr-^ th'oso for actual iieeuniary 
loss and not in their nature inuiitive or 
aggravated damages. Practically the 
same answer, as far as ttie yessels are 
concerned, is made in tho claims of the 
Favorite, warned out of the Behring ^ea 
on August 2, 188G; the Alfred Adams, 
seized hy the lUish on .Angus'. ID, hut 
afterwards released; and the Triumph 
warned by the Uush in August, 18S7.

WEYLER'S MOVEHENTS. 

Received at San Cristobal 'Wltii tbe Utmost 
Enthusiasm- Looking for Slaceo, 

Havana, Nov. 30. — Details of the 
movements of General Weyler were re- 
ceived here to-day. At 2 o'clock during 
tho afternoon of Thursday he left Arte- 
misn, following the advance guards o.f 
hia columns, which were flanked by 
Biiuadrona from the principal regiment. 
He was accompanied by General Kuiz, 
who commands a brigade, and by Gen- 
eral Escribano, bis chief of staff, and the 
aides-de-camp. The Spanish forces 
followed the highway and very 
little else than ruins, ashes 
dynamiteil culverts and desolation wore 
seen in jilace of tho once picturesque 
landscape. Twice tlie columna were 
compelled to halt on account of tbe part- 
ly lieatroyed roadway, and it was not tin- 
til 7 o'clock the same evening that the 
troops arrived at the river JJayeta, three 
miles from C.uidelaria. The Captain 
Gmieral was very gracious to Cieu. ICv- 
cribano and to tlie correspondent of I'd 
Imparcial of Madrid, who accompanied 
the troops operating against Maceo. 

At 5 o'clock the next morning the re- 
veille was sounded and at six the coi- 
umns resumed the march to Candelaria, 
still following the highway. Sometime 
later tho troops arrived in sight of the 
spot upon which the engu"ement had 
evidently been fought with the insurg- 
ents and it soon became known that it 
was where the Spanish force under Gen. 
ScL'tira met the enemy tinder Maceo on 
Peb. 4. Tbe former afterwards 
occupied San Cristobal. Tne troops 
on Friday last found tbe bridge 
near that spot destroyed by lire 
and the high water. 'Tlie next morning 
they entered San Cristobal, where they 
found all the jilacos decorated and were 
welcomed with enthusiasm. The col- 
umns were afterwards drawn up in the 
nnain street and were inspected by the 
Captaifl-General, who before leaving ex- 
pressed great satisfaction at the beha 
vior of the troops on the march, 
be true that Maceo is in the vicinity of 
Coiisolacion del Norte, as rejiorted, then 
Weiler should by this time be within 
striking distance of the insurgents.
